Neill Gwynne was undoubtedly the 
beauty of the town, and was, of course, 
painted by Lely, the Josbun Reynolds 
of those days He depicts her holding a

with less lamb-like innocence in her nn- 

And yet, with all her conrse man: 
ond language, there must bave be 
something of the gentlenens and childieh- 
eas of the lamb in her appearance, She 
Was petite, but her figure was one of 
singular grace and symmetry; her shoul 
dere were large and #loping 
was fall ond beautifully moulded; her 
fueo wae rather bright than delicately

Tn October of the same year he wre in-

Ono wondere how the pretty little 
orange-sirl was “diecovered,”’ eo that 
before she wae 20 she was already the 
leading lady at Drury Lane Theatre, and 
rapidly captivating the susceptible mou- 
arch, Her early days are naturally 
shrouded in obscurity, but it seems that 
while still av orange-girl, she was taken 
up by a Mr. Dungan, variously described 
od a merchant and a lieutenant, and no 
doubt it woe his influence which start- 
ed her on the road to fame. But she soon 
loft him for higher game. Lord Buek- 
hurst, a wealthy nobleman, fell in love 
with her, and early in.1667, to the great 
regret of poor old Popys, took her away

s Qu aped Comets 

The astronomers and observera in 
general haye noted and recorded many 
oddities among the various comets 
or “hoary stars’ that have made 
their appearance in the heavens. 
That of the year 1102, known as 
“Metia’s comet,” was in the form of a 
pare but,without anything resembling 
handles, 

‘The crook near the “tmoldboard” final 
ly elongated until the celestial wander- 
er stretched outin a V sbape until it 
looked like a flock of fiery geese. Jo- 
sephus says that the comet of the year 
70 A.D was in the shape of a sword, 
and that it “hung over the elty (of Jeru- 
olen a whole year.” The comet of 
1221 looked like the flukes of an im- 
mensé whale, the resemblance being so 
strong that it went into the histories of 
several widely separated countries as the 
“whale comet.’ Donati’s comet, when 
first seenon June 2, 1858, was in the 
shape of a tadpole, On Ogt.8 it was 
sword shape, and six days later was the 
counterpart of the wing of a gigantic 
bird.—St, Louis Republic. 


Six Cameras In Ove, 

A_sextuple photographic telegraph 
has just been completed tor the Yale ob- 
servatories which may revolutionize the 
present astronomical methods and lead 
to valuable new discoveries, Having 
six cameras instead of one, the new 
telescope can cover a field in the sky 
equal to that which would be occupied 
by 2,400 full moons. With this wonder- 
tul gain of perspective not only doos it 
seem probable that it may reveal new 
facts relating to meteoric heights, but 
that itmay cast new light upon the 
moon as a living world. Enlargement 
of the negatives of the Lick observatory 
revealed last year the existence of a 
new lunar crater, and the Arequipa ob- 
servatory has discovered evidences of 
actual physical change.—Buftalo Com- 
mercial,

GENERAL DECREASE IN TRADE, 
Falling Off in Exports From All European 
Countries, 


Washington, Sept. 8.—The enormous 
falling off in United States customs re- 
ecipta during the pendency of the tariff 
bill gave some idea of the great decreases 
in the amouats and yalues of articles ex- 
gorted from foreign countries to the 
United States during that period, but 
customs officials aud othera having to 
deal with the assessment of duties wero 
hardly prepared for the showing contain 
ed in reports received and just compil- 
ed at the State Department, Communi- 
cations received from Consular officers 
giving consolidated statements of tho 
exports of various countrica to tho 
United States show that during the quar- 
ter ending June 80, 1894, the exports of 
every country decreased to an oxtraor- 
dinary degree as compared with the ex- 
ports during the corresponding period of 
1988, Exporta from the United Kingdom 
alone fell off more than $16,000,000 and 
this during three months only, the ex- 
ports declared at the several Consulates 
General and Consulates named during the 
quarter ending June 80, 1804, were a8 
follows:

Well, we have all read of the earth- 
quake in Lisbon, in Lima, in Aleppo 
and in Caracas, but we live in a lati- 
tude where in all our memory there has 
not been one severe volcanic disturb- 
ance, And yet we haye seen 50 earth. 
quakes. Hele is aman who has been 
building up a large fortune, His bidon 
the money market was feltin all the 
cities. He thinks he has got beyond all 
annoying rivalries in trade, and he says 
to himself, “Now I am free and sate 
from all possible perturbation."’ But in 
1857 or in 1873 a national panie strikes 
the foundation of the commercial world, 
and crash goes all that magnificent 
business establishment ! 

Here ix a man who has built up avery 
beautiful home. His daughters haye 
just come home from the seminary with 
diplomas of graduation. His sons have 
started in life, honest, temperate and 
pure. When the evening lights are 
struck, there ia a happiness and un- 
broken family circle, But there has 
been an accident down at Long Branch, 
The young man ventured too tar out in 
the surf, The telegraph hurled the ter- 
ror up to the city. An earthquake 
struck under the foundation of that 
beautiful home. 

The piano closed ; the curtains drop- 
ped; the laughter hushed. Crash go all 
those domestic hopes and prospects and 
expectations. So, my friends, we have 
all felt the shaking down of some great 
trouble, and there was a time when we 
were as much excited as this man ofthe 
text, and we cried out as he did:

Bible he is called “Jesus,” and in other 

narts of the Bible called “Christ,” 
put that there might be no mis- 
take about this passage all three names 
come together — ‘* the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” 

Now, who is this being that you want 
me totrustinand believe in? Men 
sometimes come to me with credentials 
and certificates of good character, but I 
cannot trust them, There is some dis- 
honesty in their looks that makes me 
know that I shall be cheated if I confide 
inthem, You cannot put your heart's 
confidence in a man until you know 
what stuff he is made of, and am I un 
reasonable when I stop to ask you who 
this is that you want me to trust in? No 
man would think of venturing his life on 
a vessel going out to sea that had never 
been inspected. 

No; you must have 
hung amidships, telling how many tons 
it carries, and how ne ago it was 
built, and who built it, and all about it, 
And you cannot expect me to risk the 
cargo of my immortal interests on boarc 
any craft till you tell me wkat it ismade 
of, and where it was made, and what 


it is. 

When, then, I ask you who thia is

Tsnac Pitman was bora in Trowbridge, 
Wilts, England, Janu reg 1818. He was 
obliged to leave school at the age of twelvo 
voars, and entered the counting house of a 
clothing manufacturer, After a six years’ 
servico us a clerk he received five months’ 
training in the Normal Colloge of the 


British and Foreign School Society, and 
was in 1831 appointed master of tho 
British school at Barton-on-Humber. He 


established the British school at Wotton: 
Under-Edge in 1836.

Having been brought up in the Method- 
ist church, Hatton found bimself as first 
assistant postmaster-general, subjected to 
many # religious “pull” from persons {n- 
troducing themselves to hisnotico as mein- 
bers of the same communion. One of 
these persons was a minister who had not 
held a settled charge for several years, but 
had combined itinerant preaohing with the 
duties of an inspector under the postofiice 
department. When Hatton come in, sev- 
eral subordinate functionaries were mark- 
ed for removal, among others this one, 
He hurried about, and by one means and 
another secured lotters from prominent 
church dignataries asking for his reton- 
tion. He applied first to Postinaster-Gon- 
eral Howe, who turned bim over to his 
first assistant, “I believe I have written 
you asking for your resignation?” said 

Tutton, quietly, in response to the visitor's 
introductory remarks. 

“You have, sir, and Tam here to ask if 
you cannot withdraw your reqnest on the 
strength of all these credentials?” 

“No, sir, Tcannot. I have made up my 
mind, and you will have to go.” 

The applicant assumed his most solemn 
airand tone. 

“Brother Hatton,” sald he, “you area 
Methodist, are you not?” 

“I certainly am." 

“And Tam a preacher in the Methodist 
ehureh, If you deprive mo of this office, 
the church all over the country will regard 
it as a atudied insult and a deliberate blow 
at Methodism.” 

“Ah, my friend, there you doour church 
& gross injustice,” answered Hatton, cool- 
ly. “Since I have been raised to one of 
the most prominent positions in this de. 
partmont, I take it that the Methodists are 
watisfied, They cortainly would not ask for 
everything; and as I can serve the church 
better as first assistant postmaster-goneral 
then you can serve it a4 on inspector, you 
will have to get out, for I shan’t, Good 
morning, Brother Smith.”—Kate Field's 
Washington.

the age of 86. 

Born at Quebec Oct, 20, 1808) he was 
educated at the Quebec Seminary and ad- 
mitted to the bar 1882. In 1847 he was 
elected City incilior and in 1860 waa 
clected Mayor of Quobec. It was under

There waa o 
slight obrasion, and he was taken from 
his wccustomed work at the broom ina 
chine and given a job where be could ait 
down and nurse his wounded timb, Still 
Herbert  complaine the corn waa 
too dusty to suit him, nod everything 
Went wrong. 

The 80 convicts in the shop looked 
up from their tasks, but sald no word, 

Guard Hartley walked over to 
prisoner ond told bim that if he di 
not go to work be would be reported 
nod another punishment added to bis 
record, By way of retort, Hartley threw 
the heavy legged stool, on which 
he had been , at tho guard's bead, 
The gnard caught the flying stool and 
it dropped to tha floor, 

Then the colored man leaped wildly 
at the guard, striking him in the face 
with his clenched fist. Tho other con- 
Vict# consed work, bat not one stirred, 
oll looking calmly on aot the stroggle. 
Guard Clancy ran up and the two offi- 
cials tried to bold the irate negro, Her- 
bert it o large and powerful man, and 
the two guards had more than they 
could do to handle him, They could and 
did hold him still, but when they  ¢n- 
deavored to take him from the shop they 
failed, The negro kicked out and knock- 
ed Hartley down. Seeing that they could 
not remove him without clubbing bim 
into Insensibility, Clancy started for 
Deputy-Warden Logan, and  Tartley 
mounted the guard's stand, 

Bat the devil in the man was roused 
ond knew no cringing. Scareely had 
Hartley got into the stand when the 
negro dashed to a broom machine and 
seized ono of the large knives ued to 
eut the corn. Grasping it with both 
hands, he rushed at the guard with 
bratal hate and savage bittern i 
eyes blazing with maniacal ferocity, bis 
body bent and cronching like that of a 
tiger ready to «pring. 

Hartloy drew’ his pistol, but the negro 
did not stop. With a rush the madden 
ed convict came at the guard. When he 
Was three feet away the pixtol cracked. 
Herbert gave one leap in the air and 
dropped to the floor, a jet of blood 
spurting from his breast, The knife fell 
clanging from his grasp to the floor. 

Deputy-Warden Logan entered just as 
the shot was fired, and helped to carry 
Herbert to the hospital. There it w. 
found that the bullet had struck Herbe: 
about four inches above the right nipple 
fund proceeded downwards, lodging be- 
tween the wall of the abdomen and the 
outer skin. The bullet haa not yet been 
removed, but Herbert will recover. 

During all the excitement not one of 
the convicts moved from hia work, show- 
ing the perfect discipline that ix main- 
tained. 

Herbert is the “bad man" of the 
prison. He is simply iucorrigible, and 
hns been continually in hot water, bis 
blind ferocity keeping him in perpetual 
trouble, Frequently has he been punished 
for insubordination, and, in fact, bas 
rded as the prison Ishmacl. 
Now a fit of sullen, perverse obstinacy, 
now a flat refusal to perform his work- 
room task, again a refusal to obey 
some simple order, and still again a 
savage attack upon a fellow-prisoner. 
Only a few months ago he attempted 
to carve a prisoner with o knife. 

Although only the one conviction at 
Hamilton for burglary ia recorded 
nat Herbert, he is believed to be an 

imer, An attempt wa y

to tell something of his past and to give 
the address of his friends, but he replied,

Dutch navigators, but all the islands of 
the South sea as well as this immense 
New Zealand were discovered asa result 
of the effort to watch the transit of 
Venus oyer the sun’s disk from the 
South seas. The Royal society sent out 
ships for this purpose, and Captain 
Cook and the astrononomers and botan- 
ists who accompanied him on his y 
age were only the agents of scie 
How the interests of this world are link- 
ed with the behavior of other worlds, 
and how the fact: mentioned suggests 
that most of the valuable things known 
in this world have been found ont while 
looking for somebody else, and what 
sublimity all this gives to the work of 
the explorer, the transit of Venus an 
island of light, resulting in the transit 
of many ‘islands from the unknown 
into the well known. But the prowess 
of such men can never be fully appreci- 
ated. The sea captain who puts out in 
this day of charts and navigating appa- 
ratus witha ship of 10,000 tons for an- 
other hemisphere, daring typhoons and 
cyclones, strange currents and hidden 
rocks, must bea brave man, but who 
can measure the courage of Cabot or 
Marco Polo or Captain Gook sailing out 
into unknown seas, across wildernesses 
of water that have nevér been mapped, 
in ships of 200 tons, discovering rocks 
only by running upon them and met on 
shore by savages ready to scalp or 
roast them! 

These challengers of tempest and 
cannibalism and oceanic horror must 
have had nerve and valor beyond that 
of any other heroes. Such menset New 
Zealand as agem iuto the crown of the 
world's geography. To me and to most 
people who come here New Zealand tsa 
splendid surprise, We have all read so 
much about the superstitions and out- 
rageous cruelty of this land in other 
times that wo are startled on arriving 
here to find more churches in New Zea- 
Jand than in America in proportion to 
the number of the population. In one 
village that I wisited since coming here 
I find eight churches to a population of 
3,000 people. There are too m 
churches in many places in Ney 
land, and they jostle each other and 
contend for rightof possession, hinder- 
ing each other and half starving many 
of their ministers, as is sure to be the 
case when there are too many churches, 
and consequently not enough support 
for every. one of them, 

Another surprise to.me is that female 
suffrage igin full blast. I found elegant 
ladies telling of their experience at the 
ballot. box, and Lhereby report to the 
American ‘ladies now moving for the 
right of female suffrage that New Zea- 
land is clear ahead of them, and that 
the experimont has been made here suc-

THE PLAGUE IN CHINA. 


| IT RESEMBLES IN CHARACTER THAT 
OF LONDON IN 1665. 


More Fatal, Howover, It Now Rages tn 
Hong-Kong and Canton—60,000 Dead in 
the Latter City and Forty @ Day in the 


Former, 


1} 


The special correspondent of the New 
York Horald saya the telograph {fs inade- 
quate to convey an idea of the clear ohar- 
aoter and extent of the visitation which ts 
ravaging Canton, Pakhoi and Hong-Kong 
and throwing yp pat of the world gono- 
my into a state of terror and panic almost 
without parallel. 

The discase has long been raging in the 
two first named places and it has carried 
off tena of thousands of victims in the Inst 
fow wooks, but so long as it waa confined 
to Canton very little was said about {t ino 

rint. Tho moment it reached Hong-Kong, 
jowever, the alarm became great and 
threw the colonists and the government of 
that island, as well as the foreign and na- 
tive residents of the coast ports, into a 


state of torror and alarm. Even in Hong- 
Kong an effort seems to have been made at 
first to keop the oxistence of the pestilence 
sooret, but it spread so fast and was so hor- 
ribly fatal in its effects that it was found 
impossible to conceal the dead trath for 
more than a fow days. 

The plague, which is described by med- 
foal men as almost exactly similar in ap- 
pearance and symptoms to ‘‘the great 
plague of London,” which devastated that 
city in 1665, was noticed first in Canton 
about the end of April, prior to which date 
there had been a period of prolonged 
dronght. 

The first sign observed was the appear- 
ance of thousands of rats, awollon and 
evidently dying, crawling up from the 
the houses of t 

ably filthy city. These vermin are invari- 
! ably the precursors of all such visitations 
j in Sonthern China, and every year they 

ve notice of the appearance of the plague 

in Pakhoi, whore it appears to be almost 
epidemic. The disoase is of a bubonic 
character, with purpulish or black awel- 
lings in the glandalar regions, in thegroin, 
armpit, under the knees and {in the neck, 
accompanied by terrific fever, the tem- 

\P perature going at a bound up to 105 and 

over 106, 

It is frightfully rapid {n its course, 
Purging diarrhoa at once sets in anda 
state of delirium foliowed by coma is 
reached in three or four hours in bad cases, 
death ensuing and the body turning black, 

putrid and swollen to thrice its size in the 
| course of twelve to twenty-four hours. 
| Very strong men have resisted the attack 
for two days and then succumbed, but as 
many as eighty per cent of those attacked 
in Canton died in one day, Those who 
| held out for three or four days generally 

recovered, but they were yery few. Six 
thousand fatal cases are known to have oc- 
curred in one district in Canton—in the 
old Mohammedan qnarter of the olty— 
within a week, these figures being checked 
by the nomber of coffins yiven out for the 
bnrial of the dead by one charitable inati- 
tation. 

A foreign missionary resident in Canton 
made systematic inquiries, which he avers 
show that up to the 8th June, at least 60,- 
000 people have been carried off. All the 
fmmenso business of the city was ata 
standstill, and the inhabitants who could 
do so were fleeing into the country. Sey 
eral medical and other experts were dos- 
pstohed from Hong-Koug to inquire into 
the case of the plague, and they all agreed 
that it was due primarily to the incredible 
filth, the abominable habits and the pov- 
erty of the Cantonese, alded no doubt by 
the prolonged drought, which cansed the 
filth in the open sewers to germinate into 
hideous forms of life. 

Some people believe that the fondness of 
the Cantonese for rate as an article of food 
{s largely accountable for the pestilence, 
which the rats caught first from eating the 
festering contents of the sewera, There 
moy be somothing in this, for it is a fact 
that none of the European residents of 
Canton or Hong-Kong has been attacked 
by the plague, which {s entirely confined 
to the Chinese. Nor in one hospital where 
over four hundred patients lay, three hun- 
dred ot whom died in a few hours, were 
any of the attendants attacked. I myself 
saw, howaver, one case of a European 

off by an exactly similar 
plague in Pakhir in 1887, when the Chinose 
there were dying at the rate of over one 
hundred aday, This man lived as a Chin 
ese, dwelling among them and eating their 
food. So far as I can learn this is the only 
instance on record of the bubonic plague 
in Pakhir, Canton or Hong-Kong affecting 
othors than natives 

The dootors describe the symptoms as 
follows: 

“With or without premonitory warning 
in the shape of malaise or chill thore is « 
sodden onset of fever, rising to 105 or over 
There is much headache and cerebral dig 
turbance, accompanied by stupor. In fron 
twelve to twenty-four hours m glandular 
swelling ocours in the neck, armpits or 
groin, rapidly enlarging to the elze of a 
fowl's egg. It is hard and oxcosdingly 
tender. With or without a desline of the 
fever the patient sinks deeper into a con 
dition of coma and dies, usually at the end 
of forty-eight hours or sooner, If six days 
are reachod recovery is hopeful. The gland 
ular swelling shows no sign of suppura. 
ation. In some ¢ zis or vomiting » 
of blood occurs; Sppear in a fow, 
but no regular eruption.

Mr, McConnell made an exhaustive sur- 
face exploration of the country in quea- 
tion, and from hia report the following 
are ary taken: ‘ ae 

most important natural ® 
in the district occurs on the aha = 
at the mouth of Little Balfalo River. 
‘The gas here forces ite way up from the 
tar sands through 250 feet of the clear- 
water shales, and issues from the surface 
in numerous small jets distributed over 
fa orea 50 feet or more in diameter. 
natural gas springs have less value in 
themselves at present than in the indica- 
tions they afford of the existence of pe- 
troleum beneath, 


spissated petroleum derived from the 
subjacent limestones, The boundaries of 
the tar sands were only precisely defined 
at\ a fow points, but they were estimat 
to have @ minimum distribution of fully 
1000 square miles, where either compl 

ly uncovered or buried beneath a part of 
the overlying clearwater shal 
highlands, and exposed in the ri 

leya, They vary in thickness where the 
section is complete from 140 to 225 feet. 
Taking the thickneas at 150 fect, and as- 
suming the distribution as given above 
at 1000 pea mnilea, the bituminous 
sands in sight amount to 28,40 cubic 
miles, Of thie mass, if the preceding an- 
alysis is taken Os an average, although 
it ie probably rather high, 22.9 per cent. 
in bulk or 6,60 cubic miles is bitumen, 
Tho amount of petroleum which must 
have issued from the underlying lime- 
stones to produce 6.50 cubic miles, or by 
weight approximately 4,700,000,000 tons

“The commercial value of the tar sands 
themselves, a» exposed at the surface, ie 
at present uncertain, but the abundance 
of the material and the high percentage 
of bitumen which it contains make it pro- 
bable that it may in the future be profit- 
ably utilised for varlous purposes when 
this region is reached by railways. 
Among the uses to which it is adapted 
may be mentioned roofing, paving, insu- 
lating electric wires, and it might also be 
mixed with the lignite which occurs in 
the neighborhood and preased into bri- 
quettes for fuel. 

“The tar ands evidence on upwelling 
of petroleum to the eurface uneqaatle 
claowhere in the world, but the more 
volatile and valuable constituents of the 
oll have long since disappeared, and the 
rocks from which it issues aro probably 
exhausted, as the flow haa ceased. In the 
extension of the tar sands under cover 
the conditions are different, and It ie here 
that ls of economic value should 
be sough In nacending the Athabasca 
the tar eands ore overlaid at Boiler Ra- 
pid by a cover of shales sufficiont to pre- 
vent the ofl from rising to the surfac

To uphold these preposterous olalme 
they haye very naturally had constant re:

Hecond Day of the Deliberations of th 
Deep Waterways Conyention—A 20-Foot 
Channel from Chicago to the Atlantic 
WHILE Not Cost More Than $50, 000,000~ 
An Exp: Opinion 

Toronto, Ont., 


Sept. 19.—The 


Deep Waterways Convention — thor- 
oughly settled down to business yeater: 
day. Scasiona were held in the Connell 
Chamber in the morning, in the after 
noon and in the evening, Each was well 
attended by delegates, and the papers 


were listened to and discussed with an 
interest and energy that exceeded the ox- 
pectations of even the most sanguine. 
Porbapa the most important feature of 
the proceedings was the address of L. D. 
Cooley of Chicago, ao gentleman avho 
probably ia better informed on the eub- 
ject of canals than any other living per- 
ton. Mr. Cooley mado use of but few 
notes, but ho handled complex figures 
and technical details in a manner truly 
surprising. Speaking oasily and fluont- 
ly, his address was of particular inter- 
eat, and whon at the conclusion of bis 
remarks ho intimated that he was pre- 
pared to apawer any questions, the To- 
gates poured in queric#one on top of the 


other, referring to every branch of the 
subject, to all of which they received 
definite replica that showed the won- 
derlul grasp of canal affairs possessed by 
the Chicagoan.

addition to the literature of the subject 
of deop waterways. He first alluded to 
the fact that the freight carried on the 
great lakes exceeds in one season of seven 
months 80,000,000 of tons, being equal 
to one-fourth of the freight carried by all 
the railways of the States in 12 months, 
Various catimates had been made of the 
cost of deepening the canals, ‘hey 
varied from 60 to 75 millions of dollara, 
but the expenditure of even the langer 
sum would not be an unreasonable price 
to pay for the benefita to be derived from 
it. Whatever the cost mizht be, tho im- 
portant point was, where would the 
money come from? If the financial aspect 
were viewed simply as a business trans- 
action, free from feelings of national 
sentiment, it would not present any seri- 
ous difficulties, Few would contradict 
the statement that a 20-foot waterway 
to the head of the great lakes would 
prove of such undoubted advantaze to 
#o large o section of the United States 
and Canada that its cost distributed ac- 
€ording to the territory and interests 
beneficially affected would be a compara- 
tively emall matter. While the only pracy 
tical route was within Canadian terri- 
tory, the business of the country was 
not sufficient to justify her undertaking 
the work alone. We might take a hint 
from our municipal methoda of finance. 
When a street required paying the own- 
era of property ou each side of the str 
paid in proportion to their frontaze. 
It would seem reasonable to apply this 
principle to canal deepening. The St. 
Lawrence River, the greater part of it 
wholly within Canadian territory, and 
the great lakea were free and it would 
geem to be a simple matter to declare the 
70 miles or so of artificial waterways a8 
part of the great water highway and 
woverned by the eaame navigation laws, 
It might ‘be considered desirable for 
Canada to complete the canals and sell 
or lease the free uso of them to American 
vessels, or debentures for the purpose 
might be issued aad payment assumed by 
each country aenovaline to their respec- 
tive interests. Or a plan might be adopt- 
ed similar to that by which the Cana- 
djan Government relieved themselves of 


building the C.P.R., after having spent 
87 millions on it. A private company 
with a capital of 160 millions might 


take over the existing canals and the 
money already spent might be considered 
4 bonus, to be supplemented by o similar 
bonus from the United States, 

R. ©, Steele, Toronto, took exception 
to the idea that the convention would 
sanction the proposition of the construc- 
tion or enlargement of the waterwaye 
to the ocean as a local improvement. It 
was too narrow an idea altogether. 
The enlargement of the waterways was 
& matter that, when completed, the 
whole continent would share in the beno- 
fits; then why should those who lived ad- 


joining these waterways, or in close 
proximity to them, be alone taxed for 
heir construction? He would be very 


sorry to havo assisted iu promoting this 
convention at all had he not expected 
that they were undertaking ono of the 
greatest works for the prosperity of this 
continent, both north aud south, that had 
over been engaged in. 

Ald. Thompson replied that he had been 


misunderstood, He was at one with Mr. 
Steele. 

Mr. Flower, Superior, said this was the 
fifth convention of the kind he had at- 
tended, and the most important of them 
oll. He thought Ald. Thompson's paper 
waa one of vital interest, aud he hoped 


it would be printed and circulated. The 


great railways of the Northwest would 
not oppose, but on the contrary would 
help the deepening of the canals, Already 
on the great lakes tho railways had 
launched floots of steamships, showing 
their belief in water ortation 
There had been talk of a war, in 
which the uso of the canals would 
come into questiou, But there were Can 
adian railwaya ou American soil and 
American railways in the Dominion, and 
there was uo fear of frictio 
‘The Treaty Relations Betw the 
Cougtrica” waa the subject of a ac arly 
address by O. A. Howland, Mr. Howlaud 
went over at length the t of the 
canals, and read the claus of th 
Washington treaty bearing upon their 
uso, He continued 
“That treaty that waa intended to 
be a liberal treaty, became a ca of 
difficulty, which almost rose to I 
ous polut of irritation, Th tion 
should recommend means w ould 
entirely do away with the caus of 
friction, In every great ngreoment it 
is usual to provide for th ttlement 
of — public differences — by wom 
previously arranged Arbi 
tration {# not always ft he dif 
ferences oftod rise to f most sérious 
point before arbitration is ‘called fn.

Unless 
it is desired that the British cavalry shall 
eventually bo officored exclusively by the 
class which has money and no brains, some 
drastic monsures will nood to be taken 
without delay to curtail the demands on 
cavalry officers purses.

was provided with an ordinary boat hook, 
which he was told was used in the capture 
of tho fish, and when the tide was well out 
he was taken to a group of kelp-covered 
rocks and informe! that the game was 
waiting to be fly 1, ag it were, Tho 
place aboonded In poolala which the water 
was about a foot dep thease being partial 
ly covered with float...s weed. Passing from 
rook to rook the hunter thrast his book or 
»pear, turning up the sand at the bottom 
of those pools. 

Ho had noarly given up the chase when 
hija boat hook gave a violent wrench andor 
his hands, avd up from the weed came an 
uncanny arm of livid and chocolate hues, 
a finger trombling with rage and apparently 
endowed with inteligenoo—a finger lined 
with enormous snokers, that harled itself 
about the squid hunter's leg so quickly 
that before Le could make an aggressive 
move he was in tho arma of the enemy, 
As ho foll, slipping partly on hia back, he 
was horrified to And that his prey held on 
and that he had palled it partly out of the 
water, Stroggling to lie feet, ho was mot 
by what appeared to be a ball of snakes, 
with two green eyos gleaming with rage 
aud fary, and about which writhed olght 
sucker fined arms. It was enough to go- 
moralize the most intropid lover of sp¥¥t, 
but the octopus merely Ee on, making 
no adyance, Having gained his footing, 
the bunter took the boat hook by the end 
aud buried it tn tho writhing mass, from 
which immediately an inky fluid poured 
and seemed to dye the wator black. Waves 
of color shot over the arms, and the mon- 
ster, raising itself out of the pool, endea- 
yored to haul its way to the ocean, It 
threw its long arms into ovory crevice, 
winding them about the rock and holding 
on with the tenacity of iron, gradually 
moving toward the water, 

The body was but a small part of the 
affair, porlaps aa largo as a child's head, 
andin thisthe hook was caught. Tho 
cotopus slowly gained ground, but finally 
tho fishorinan obtained a bracing vantage 
and held back, shouting for help, With 
assistance the animal was disabled and 
borne ashore, where it was found to havo 
a radial apread of nearly eightoon feet. 

Octopi of this kind and size are found 
all along the upper California coast to 
Alaska, some attaining extraordinary pro- 
portions, Curious tales are told coucern- 
ing them, several instances being recorded 


* where they were supposed to have caused 


the death of swimmors, That they aro 
powerful enough to drown » man there is 
not the slightest doubt One of the size 
mentioned could drown three or four men 
at a time, aasnming that they were awim- 
ming and that it could attack fhem in that 
position. 

‘The writer once saw an octopus with a 
spread of but four feot throw down a man 
who with others had been lifting rocka in- 
to « boat from a reef, carrying it ashore to 
#aye the spucimens found upon them. As 
as picce was thrown upon the beach a bi; 
greenish-brown octopus came out rt 
started for the water, at which the man in 
question, who was barefooted, gave ita 
kiok. Like a flash the animal resented the 
insult by throwing ite eight sucker-lined 
arms about its opponent, clasping him in © 
an embrace that hold his legs together so 
tightly that he fell headlong on the sand, | 
shouting for help and fearing to touch the ! 
animal with his hands to tear it off. He | 
was released only when one of the men in- 
serted a knife beneath the coils and severed 
the snakelike arms, 

To show the strength of a large ono tak- 
en at King’s Island it was landed in a net, 
and after great difficulty secured by a party 
of six men, who, by wrapping pieces of 
sackcloth around their hands to protect 
them from the suckers, took each an arm 
and walked away, but the octopus writhed 
like a snake and actually pulled and hauled 
them about at will, so they had to exert 
no little force to prevent’ the animal from 
fastoning to them, 

The strength of the octopus is remark- 
able, Tho writer has taken scores ot them 
with the spear, and has known them to 
bring up twenty to twenty-five peunds of 
coral, clinging to it with their tentacles, 
when pulled in, and these were compara- 
tively small ones, the body being the size 
of one’s closed fist. It is easy to imagine 
what the strength of a large one might be. 
The octopus is found on almost all coasts 
where rocky shores abound, but the Cali- 
fornia species is the largest, It is hunted 
there as an article of foed, and is much + 
relished by the Portuguese. On the Medi- 
terranean it is equally appreciated. The 
octopus has a baglike body, from which 
radiate eight sucker-lined arms—its foot. 
Botweon these isthe mouth, armed with . 
two beaks, like those of the parsot in shape 
and color, capable of severing the’ back- 
bone of o fish at a single bite, The tongue 
is provided with teeth, ‘The animal crawls 
over the rocks by bauling {teclf along with 
a peculiar galloping motion, and can pass 
through crevices astoundingly small, so 
that it often disappears in the most 
mysterious fashion, The average cuttle- 
fish variety seldom leaves the bottom, 
though there is a species that has weblike 
fins between the legs and is able to ewim 
to a limited extent, 

The ordiuary squid is a very harmlega 
creature, easily caught and killed, but 
when we inbtrease the body length to twen. 
ty foot,ftho eight tentacles to as many mere 
and give the entire animal a length of fifty 
or sixty feet wé have a giant that ie sim- 
ply terrific in appearance, Tho writer 
nvasured ono of thease big aquidsa some 

yearn Wgo. Jt meauured about forty-eight 
foot, and {its weight in round numbors 
j must have boon aton. The deyil fishes 
may be termed the chameleons of the spa, 
as they have the power of changing colar 
to a romarkable degree. The normal tint

JAPANESE BEAUTIES, 


and the prices were from one-twentieth 
to one-half those we pay, First take the 
moats. Theso are very high, as the 
Japanese do not uso them and they are 
chiefly demanded by foreigners. I 
found that fine rib roasts of beef cost 
eight cents a pound and was shown veal 
and bacon at cen cents, Chickens wero 
worth from seven to twenty conts apioce. 
You buy teal ducks for eights cents 
each, and eggs aro worth from six to 
ten cents a dozen, Quail cost from six 
to seven cents. Reed birds, alxteen 
cents a dozen, and snipe five cents euch. 
Think of it! A good suipe fora nickel, 
There are no bettor vegetables in the 
world than you find here, and the fish 
of Japan are far superior to those of 
Amerion, All fish are sold when they 
are alive and still kicking. Lobsters 
run from half a cent to tive cents apiece, 


MOVING DAY, 

As to vegetables, they are sold in most 
cases by the pound, ranging from halfa 
cent upward. Cabbages bring from 
one to three cents each. Lettuce about 
quarter of a cent a bunch, and 
radishes about the same, You get a 
fine cauliflower for from eight to ten 
cents, and fresh mushrooms oost five 
centaa pound. Soft coal costs $3 a ton, 
and firewood, sold in little bundles 
about as large asa bundle of kindling, 
from one to three cents each, These

Use of Manure in the Fall—Autumn the 
Best Time For Mauling and Spreading

One of the problems with manure is 
when to apply itto the best advantage. 
No rule given will apply to all farms, 
as they differ. Hillside land, or that 
which is subject tothe leaching of rains, 
will lose a larger portion of the soluble 
portions of manure than level plots, The 

est time to haul manure is when the 
farmer has less work to do in some 
other direction. Highly as manure is 
valued, its cost in hauling is sometimes 
greater than the value of its plant food, 
and the hauling and spreading is there- 
fore the most costly and important item 
connected with it, the distance, kind of 
manure, actual value of the manure, 
and facilities for handling it having 
their effect on the value of the whole 
and affecting the results to de derived 
from it. It has beon demonstrated, how- 
ever, that the majority of farmers can 
handle manure and spread it on their 
fields in the fall at Jess cost than at any 
other season of the year. 
| LOSSES OF PLANT FOOD. 

Manure can deteriorate in quality 
while in a heap as well as when washed 
by rains or dried by the sun. Some 
farmers prefer to plow their land and 
harrow ths manure in, but this neces- 
sitates the hauling over plowed ground. 
Others spread the manure and then plow 
with a one-horse plow, while many 
simply spread the manure on the sur- 
face and allow it to remain. If there is 
no danger from rains carrying away 
the soluble al the spreading on 
the surface will be satisfactory, but it is 
arisk. Manure can 1 on wheat 
land in the fall, for next year's crop, to 
the best advantage, but if it is to be ap- 
lied elsewhere it will pay to work it 
Into the top soil in some manner, even if 
with only a cultivator, as there is sure 
to be a loss of soluble and yolatile matter | 
if exposed on the surface throughout 
the winter, and until the land is plowed 
in the spring.

WHEN THESE ARE LAID THERE WILL 
DE 12 ACROSS THE ATLANTIC. 


Interesting ription of the Work of 
Laying Th ed of the O 
Romothing of the History of Ocean Tel 


hy.

Two more cablos are bolng ald aorons 
the Atlantic, ‘There are at prosont ten 
cables connecting the Old with the New 
World, but so rapidly has the cable bual 
nos grown that they are inadequate to 
handle {t all, It was on Ang. 16, 1858, 
that tho frat message was wont undor the 
antio, but the cable broke down twonty~ 

days afterwarde aud communication 
rosumed until July, 1800, alnoe 
) time it haw been uninterrupted. 

The original ot for w menango, while 
there was only one cablo in existence, was 
85 per word, tine the laying of now cables, 

with sequent competition, has broaght 
the price down to 25 counts per word, and, 
Au areanit, the boslness has enormously 
inoreased. Now one of the cable com- 
paniow tn adding to Ita equipment by put 
tihng down two onblos, tho shore enda of 
whigh are now being laid. No cablos had 
been Jaid during the previons ten yours, 
but oxperiment in the moanwhilo bh 
shown many Smproyements, aud those 
have boon incorporated in tho new linea. 

Tho cables have been made by Slomens 
Bros, & Oo., whose factory 
England, ba» beon working night and day 
to complete tho order, ao that the cable 
may be laid during the early spring. Al 
together 2,201 nautical milos of cable have 
been made, and these consumed 405 tons 
of coppor wire, 15 tons of gutta percha, 
075 tons of juto yarn, 3,000 tons of stool 
wire and 1,075 tous of compound and tar, 
making a total weight of 5,460 tons, The 
ordor for the cable was given Nov, 21 of 
Inat your, and rapid work was begun at 
one, 

Tho cable ia largely made by machinery, 
and tho twisting of the wire and covering 
with tar and gatta peroha aro done by au- 
tomatic apparatus, The deep-aca portion 
of tho cabin which is the smallest pare of 
itin alzo but the longest in length, was 
manufactured at the rate of five nantical 
mailos por day by ono machine, and there 
Boing ten machines of this kind at work 
thore were fifty-five miles of deop nea cable 
turned out every twenty-four hours, Tho 
shore oud of tle cable, however, required 
much more time to manufacture, It is 
necowsary that these should be vory largo 
and strong, As long as the cable lies along 
the bed of the ocean itis out of harm's 
way. No storms, however violent, can 
reach it. It is not affected by any change 
of the tomporature, and itis too deop to be 
molosted by fish or any kind of marine 
creature, 

It is thorofore only necessary in the 
doop-nca portion of the cablo that the 
little copper wires in the “ore,” which 
convey tho measage, be thoroughly insulat- 
od and kept dry. This is accomplished 
by their Beka covered with a coating of 
jute and gutta-percha, over which is # 
sheathing of small stool wires, ‘This 
sheathing increases in strength and pro- 
tective powor as the shallow water is ap- 
proached, and there aro seven different 
sizes in the new cables, The “core” con- 
taining the copper wires along which the 
messages aro sent ik carried through all 
sizes bnehangod, ‘The heaviest part of tho 
cublo is that whioh ie near the shore, where 
the motion of tho waves may wash it to 
and fro among tho rocks and stones, that 
would otherwise soon cut it. Along the 
Banks of Newfoundland tishing schooners 
anchor and occasionally pick op the cable, 
and that contingency lias to be provided 
for in weight and strength. 

From the time the cablo is finished un- 
til it is paid out over the astern of the 
cable-laying steamer Faraday, itis never 
allowed to got dry. It is kept in large 
tanks of water and transferred to such 
tanks aboard the Faraday, where itis coiled 
np. The Faraday started some three 
weeks ago from England with the shore 
ends, and will retarn for the deep-sea por- 
tlon of the cable, 1,500 miles long, about 
the middle of Jane, When the store end 
ix all paid ont it will be buoyed, and the 
Faraday, coming back some weeks or a 
month later, tvilllook around for the buoy 
in order to pick up the cable again, 

Thus passengers across the Atlantic this 
summer may ace a buoy away out in the 
ocean, but mariners will be warned to let 
it alone, as it marks the end of one of the 
sections of the new cable. The Faraday 
can Jay the deep-sea portion of the cable 
at the rate of seven nautical miles per 
hour, proceeding under almost a fall head 
of steam, ‘The cable is simply paid ont 
from tho stern like a rope, Occasionally, 
however, the steamer will stop and pay 
ont a lot of cuble before proceeding. This 
ia done where she comes to a cliff or a 
sudden fall in the bottom of the ocean, 
which is not level, as some people im- 
igine, but has all the topographical feat- 
area of dry Innd. 

Tho Faraday is provided with mapa of 
the bottom of the ocean as accurate as if 
mado by submarine surveyors. At all 
points it Is sought to have the cable ac- 
tually resting on the botton and not 
stretching from hill to hill. While the 
Faraday {# laying the cable electricians 
ou board are constantly keeping up com- 
munication with the shore, 80 as to seo that 
it is in good running order, and while in

Whatever may be the performances 
of the proposed telescopo after it is 
finished, its conception is so daring and 
{ts size will beso great as to compl 
respectful interest. The necessary focal 
length of the instrument has been com 
muted to be 182 fect. The big mirror is 
tb be nine fect tan inches in diameter, 
ten inches more than threo times that of 
the Lick object glass, 

These figures grow on you as you 
think of them. The tube of the pro: 

sed telescope will not be much less 
Than 185 fect long. Standing on a 

roadway sidewalk, it would nearly 
Hock up the way, and would reach as 
high as one of the latest twelve or thir- 
teen story buildings. Itit were to be 
set in the middle of the plaza in front of 
the City Hall, that venerable and classic 
piece of marble architecture would be 
dwarfed in appearance. Ifthe Central 
Park Obelisk were placed by the side of 
the tube the latter would be nearly fifty 
feet the higher of the two, and if itwere 
laid on the ground it would be quite 
feasible to drive a dog cart throu, uf it, 
Cut into sections, the immense barrel 
would make boilers that would generate 
plenty of steam for the supplying of the 
monster engines that, day in and day 
out, perform the gigantic kk of haul- 
ing the Broadway cable cars from the 
Battery to Central Park 

The mirror would hea fit looking glass 
for the use ofa genuine giantess, It is 
to be 19} tons. Two such glasses would 
be almost as heavy as an clevated rail. 
road locomotive, and ten of them would 
make one of the gigantic machines, that 
haul the Empire State Express on its 
whirling way from New York to Buf- 
falo, kick the beam, if engine and 
glasses could be pitted against each 
other in the pans ofa monster balance, 
such as Justice is supposed to hold before 
her blinded eye 

It is difficult to state in advance what 
such a moegatherian instrument—to 
borrow an ac ive trom Tody Hamil- 
ton’s vocabulary—will cost.”

haye to give place for extent and pro 
ductiveness to that most remarkable 
vine which is just at the present moment 
carrying the cnormous quantity of 852 
bunches aud a total weight materially 
exceeding halfa ton 

This is growing at Manresa House, 
Roehampton, in a vinery 224 foot long 
by 1h fect wide, ‘The vine was planted 
by the present gardener, Mr. Dayis, o% 
# cutting, onto n wall outside more than 
BO years ayo, t finding that in the 
natural soil such capitol growth was 
made, the present house was expectully 
built for it4 accommodation, so that now 
the vine and its main toms stand partly 
across the hi just two-thirds up its 


length. Th are seven tnain roads or 
branches running horizontally each 
way, Theso are allowed to carry la. 
terals, or fruiting shoots, on the upper 
sides only, so thatthe geapes, now tast 
becoming black (for the variety ta the

degrees. The most brilliant of the 169 
vatiotics of animal life capable of pro. 
ducing a light of this character ts the 
“cucujo,” the famous firefly of the 
tropica. ‘Thirty-elght of these yield one 
candle power. Tho natives of Cuba 
conting them in paper lanterns, and 
they have been used to take photo- 
graphs by a twoanlnute exposure of 
omide plates. 
‘These insuets or beatles, to pcan Ox 
actly, were used by Prof. Long! ay in ox- 
porimenting, They begin life asa grub, 
and are variously Called “skip Jacks" or 
“spring tails.’ Damp evenings seem to 
be the most favorable time to observe 
their habits, as then they shine moat 
brilliantly. 

Nature having produced this most 
economical light, which in the most ex- 
aggorated tistance cannot be made to 
efvet the most delicate thermometer, 
seems to laugh at the feeble efforts of 
man to follow her plan, It is true that 
the Geirsler tube, a plaything of the Ja- 
batory, will produce light without beat, 
but it is incapable of practical produc- 
tion, Scientists believe that ere long 
tho secret of the wonderful light, which 
has been proved to be not unlike the lu- 
minous calcium sulphide paint of com- 
meree, will be discovered with a result 
as revolutionary in the world of illum- 
ination as that caused by electric 
Boston Journal 


Life of wn ty fad at Sew. 

Admiral yon Werner, a high anthor- 
ityin naval matters in Germany, de- 
scribes in a work recently published the 
behaviour of Armorpinbed men-of-war 
ina heavy sea. He says: “Even with 
amoderate gale and sea, an armor- 
plated cruiser, if going against the 
wind, will find herself in conditions simi- 
Jar to those of a storm—at least the 
crew will have that Up heen The 
movements of the stern of the ship are 
violent and exceedingly disagreeable, 
The waves pushed by the advancing 
prow sweep constantly over the ship 
from bow to stern, All windows and 
port-holes must be closed, and air 
reaches the lower decks, where the heat 
increases unbearably, only through the 
artificial ventilators. With the excep- 
com 
mand bridge, all the uncovered portions 
of the ship are impassable; thus 
the whole crew must bear as well as 
they can the hell of the closed decks. 
On such a ship no one can feel comfor- 


table; and when there is a storm in 
which a sailing ship would fecl compara- 
tively at , the crew of an arm 


ated ship imagines itself to be ina 
ieavy hurricane which threatens de- 
struction at every minute. The long, 
narrow forepart of the ship, which 18 not 
borne lightly by the water, and is ren- 
dered extremely heavy by the mighty 
ram and the armored deck and the can- 
non and torpedoes, forees the ship in a 
high sea to pitchings and rollings of 
such an extraordinary kind that they 
cannot be described, “The crew of such 
a ship is not only exposed to mortal 
dangers, but the voyages they make 
render them physically extremely and 
dangerously iervo the mental im- 
pressions they received wear them out 
and make the profession hateful,”"—St. 
James’ Gazette,

HADN'T A SHOT IN THE LOCKER, 


The Story of the Fight at Yalu Told By 
An Bye-wltness 

London, Sept. 27,—-A Central 
despatch from Shanghai any: 
Witness gives the following account of 
the nnval battle of Sept. 17 While 
eight Chinese warships were lying at the 
entrance to the Yalu River 12 Japanose 
vessels hove in sight, The Japanese ships 
advanced in a single line, while the Chi- 
nese fleet aayumed a “V" shape formation, 
With the flagship at the apex, In con 
sequence of this half the Chinese vessols 
were rendered useless, 

The Japanese in passing opened fire 
upon tho Chinese, who replied to the beat 
of their ability, After the battle had been 
in progress for a short time the Chinese 
fleet altered its formation, The Japan: 
ese fleet kept steaming in a circle around 
the Chinese. Suddenly tho Japanese with- 
held their fire, but after a quarter of an 
hour had elapsed resumed the attack, and 
poured a hot fire into the enemy. 

The Chinese Armstrong cruiver went 
out of line, contrary to orders, and 
steamed alongalde one of the Japaneac 
ships and sunk her. The Chinese cruiser 
was sunk shortly afterwards 

About this time two Chinese warships 
which had been ou guard up the Yalu Iiv- 
er, hearing the firing, joined the fleet 
and took part in the battle. This in- 
creased the number of Chinese ships en- 
gaged to 10, A short time afterwards 
another Chinese ship was unk, aud two 
othera ran ashore, caught fire and were 
abandoned, After aix hours’ fighting the 
Japanese fleet withdrew.

Buffalo, Sept. 26.—J. C. Ratte, who 
pleaded not guilty in the United States 

jatrict Court to o charge of smuggl- 
jug fore into the United States yesterday 
aiternoon, is, according to the Govern- 
ment officers, one of the smartest amug- 
glers with whom thoy have ever beon 
called upon to deal, While agent for 
J.B, Laiberte, the great furrler of Que- 
bec, he went into the business of smuggl- 
ing, using hie position as train amploye 
aa a cloak for bia operations. 

The manner in which Batte got his 
smuggled goods over the border was ver: 
ingenios. It seoms that hundreds of mail 
sucks containihg newspapers are taken 
daily into ada, Aa there ja no such 
great demand for Canadian papers here, 
the sacks are taken back empty. ‘To 
sive apace several aro rolled up and 
lnced in one sack, In these sacks would 
the mysterious packages be placed by 
two confederates of Ratte, who worked 
‘on the trains, 

It would never occur to the astute cus- 
ton officialn to look into such a place 
os the United States mail bage for smug- 
gled matter. Even if they bad been 
found thoy would give no clew either to 
their destination or to the forwarder, a4 
they only were marked with a@ single 
figure. When the officinis got on to 
the modus operandi they got on a 
train they knew to contain packages, 
ond let the train go by the Custom House 
ut Rouse-» Point. Then they descended 
on the baggage car. Two men were 
there, Nedocor and McCormick, being a 
baggageman and «a brakeman  re- 
spectively. 

Both men confessed, and were sentenced 
to six months’ imprisonment. They 
will be used as witnesses against Ratte 
on his trial. Rgtte waa surrounded by 
his bondemen yesterday, and is now in 
jail.

For twenty years he paid rent, and only 
‘on the death of bia father and by buying 
the other heirs ont did he beoume the 
owner of the original homestead, 

Mr, Dryden's career farmer haa been 
marked by thoroughness in every detail 
The results which he has obtained have 
long ago placed him Iu the front rank of 
the farmers of Canada. The whole of his 
splendid farm has been underdrained, 

The best feature of Maple Shade farm ie 
{ta live stook, Of all onr domestic ani- 
mals the dog plone is under interdict there, 
“Without are dogs," {sone of Mr, Dryden's 
mottoes as s farmer, But ho has the 
genuine farmer's love for the shri the 
cow aud the horse, and i# only satisfed 
with the best breeds, 

When only s youth he reasoned the 
father into a frame of mind to make anex- 
periment with thoroughbred cattle, and a 
Young Shorthoru was bought for bim. 
Thin was tho beginning of one of the best 
herds to be found today in America. He 
has also dovoted great attontion to the 
breeding of sheep. The foundation of his 
famous flock of Shropshires was laid by 
au importation from England, 

Mr. Dryden is a leading member of 
breeders’ associations in his own country 
and the United States, aud has held the 
highest offices in several of them., At the 
present time he is president of the Ameri- 
can Shropshire Registry Association of 
Canada and the United States, a position 
to which he has for the third time been 
re-clected, One of the notable incidents 
of the agricultural section of the World’s 
Colnmbian Exposition was the banquet 
given at the Grand Pacitic hutel by the 
Great body of stookmen exhibiting at the 
Fair, and of which Mr. Dryden was chair- 
nan, 

From his yonth he was chosen to fil} 
public positions of nore or less importance, 
and the namerous occasions on which he 
has been aelected as representative of the 
people in yarious capacities indicate that 
te has done his duty well and faithfully, 

His first office was that of secretary:

All these objections may be avoided 
by pasturing the rye instead of cutting 
As the cattle crop it off, it will con- 
tinue to sprout up and furnish succulent 
feed until well into summer, thus nicely 
occupying the time between hay and 
food pasture. But the dairy farmer 
often finds it dificult to spare a field for 
this purpose, thinking that twill take a 
field out of the rotation, and he will get 
no other use of it that season, After 
trying different methods I have adopted 
the following way by which consider- 
able carly rye pasture ts obtained with- 
out lows of time for the field. In cutting 
my corn I cut very wide strips, ysnally 
putting either fourteen or sixteen rows 
of corn Into row of shocks. This, 
of course, brings the shocks very near 
together {n the row, but leaves the rows 
so far apart that the land between may 
be plowed to advantage. As soon as 
the corn is cut and shocked I plow 
these strips = by — back-furrowing 
each one, and sow them to rye 
thus fotting fully. three-fourths "of 
the field into rye before the corn is 
picked. By hual ing time the rye is up 
and is not injured by the necessary 
driving over to gather the corn and 
stalks. Sometimes the crop of corn is 
removed in time to nieve and sow the 
remainder of the fleld, but this cannot 
always be accomplished, ‘ 

Rye sown in this way furnishes a con- 
siderable amount of excellent early 
feed, and its only coat is the seed—two 
bushels to the acre—and the labor of 
sowing; I consider that the fall plowin, 
is fully pa for wee the improved condi- 
tion of the soil. About the first of June 
I plow the fleld and sow it to Hungarian 
vass, than which there is no better 
smother crop" for crowding down all 
weeds and bringibg the soil into fine 
tilth; it makes a heavy crop of hay, and 
comes off in time for rye or wheat to be 
sowed, and for seeding it to grass, Thus 
the field may be made to beara grain or 
forage crop éyery season, and a crop of 
rye pasture between seasons.—Amerl-

THE OVERFLOW OF CISTERNS- 


How to Avold the Trouble Dorivg tho 
Heavy Rats, 


Farmers often have trouble during 
the heavy rainsin keeping their ci 


ed. The accompany illustration, from 
asketch by J, W. Caughey, presents a 
plan for avoiding such overilowing cis- 
terns. <A forked pipe is fastened into 
the rain gutter receiver from the roof. 
At the junction of the two arms or 
switch pipes thereis a shut-off which is 
operated by a wire rod, which as it J 
pears in the illustration turns the ob- 
struction plate within the pipe and stops 
its entrance into the cistern when the 
latter is considered full enough, The 


other pipe carries the water awa’ 
antag arin or ditch that is properly 
made and covered. This keeps every- 
thing dry about the house, and the 
aonoyance sojoften seen on the farm in 
wei weather is avoided. The cistern is 
located back of the kitchen, under the 
latform and step of the porch, being at 
and when water {is wanted, ad ing 
much in the convenience to the house- 
wife and saving the labor of carrying it 
froma barrel or other receptacle near 
the house, set out tocatch the water, 
This arrangement can be made at any 
tin store. It is best made of galvanized 
fron, which will not rust or wear out as 
easily astin, and will last for years, 


Convenient Nesting Arrangement,

A Several daya of continuous fair 
weather are needed to cure cowpea hay 
and other succulent forage in the very 
best condition for nutritious food for 


stock, Tho frequency of rains, dewa 
and cloudy weather prompted the 
Arkansaa ” agricultural experiment 
station to devise and su afully use 
the ingenious stack frame shown in the 
accompanying ilustration, Five six 
inch fonce boards, from eight to twelve 
foot long, aro placed parallel and two 
foot apart, boing held together by two 
diagonal braces of four-inch fencing, 
twelve feot long, nailed on, thus forming 
an ond frame. A firmly sot post rising 
ton feet above the ground, serves as a 
support for this ondframe, For 
a long rick, one or more similar 
cross-frames aro secured to similar 
posts between the two end-frames, 
3y placing rails or poles upon 
the horizontal boards of the frame, 
sholves or floors aro forn 
two from cach 
Btack frame can 
round poles if desi By erect 
cross frames the stack can be extend: 
into a rick of any needed length, or by 
planting an extra post at the inner 
angle, square corners can bo turned, 
where it is desired to use the rick as a 
windbreak for a yard. The stock frame 
shown in the euprayiog was concelyed 
by Director R. L, Bennett, and his ex- 
pornene stack was as wide as tho 
length of the end boards, which was ten 
feet. Tho rick extended to the longth 
of threo fence rails, or thirty-nine feet, 
The rails were laid twelve inches apart, 
Its capacity was four tons of dry cowpea 
hay, but if boards or tarpaulin 
had been used for roofing 


IMPROVED FRAME FOR CURING FORAGE, 


instead of straw, it would have held an 
additional ton. As the sides of the stack 
will not shed water, they should be made 
perpendicular, or even projecting above, 
and if the stack is very wide, a straw 
cover will not shed all the rain, Tar- 
paulin made of ten-ounce duck will cost 
about twenty-five cents per running foot 
of stack, If roofed with boards, side 
posts may replace the slanting braces, 
with the midale post higher for the roof- 
ridge. When beginning the stack, only 
the ends and cross-frames are in place. 
The bed of the stack is formed by the 
lowest shelf of rails or poles, and on this 
cowpea hay or other forage is piled two 
feat deep. Another shelf of rails or 
poles is put on, pr x down the for- 
age. A second layer of wilted plants is 
put on this second shelf, and so on till 
the top is reached, when allis roofed 
with straw, tarpaulin or boards, In 
feeding, the hay is first removed 
from the lower shelves of one 
section by pulling out the poles, so that 
the remaining shelves are still well pro- 
tected by the roof. The cowpea vines 
Were cut as soon as the dew was dried 
offin the morning, and, wilting during 
the day, were hauled in and stacked the 
next morning, with no loss of leaves or 
poles. Rain and dews soak the nutri- 
ment from vines dried in the field, and 
long exposure to sunshine hardens the 
stems, but this cowpea hay, cured in the 
shade, retained its bright green color 
through the winter and was relished by 
stock. Such a stack frame is not costly, 
and not difficult to make. It is por- 
table and will prove useful on any hay 
farm in rainy weather. 


Supports for FralieLaden Boughs. 


The common way to support a fruit- 
laden bough is by a wooden prop placed 
underneath each 
limb. The disad- 
vantages of such 
a plan are many. 
The props are likely 
to be displaced by 
the swaying of the 
boughs in the wind, 
They are also in the 
way of the orchard- 
ist moving about 
among his trees, A 
better plan is to sup- 
port such fruit-laden 
limbs from a common point near the top 
of the tree by wires, These can remain 
permanently in the trees, as heavy crops 
are likely to come in succeeding years 
upon the same trees.—W. Donnel, Me,

HARNESSING NIAGARA. 


How it ts Proposed Get Power From 
Niagara for Use in Bufalo, 


Now that the plant itself is all finish- 
edand ready for the touching of the 
button which will send electricity over 
the wires, the next problem to be work- 
ed out in practice is the purely commer- 
cial one Whether the power can be fur- 
nished to maunfacturers, especially 
those ata considerable distance, at a 
price prea to them and the com- 
any. The company itself, of course, and 
the able engineers and scientists who 
are associated with it, have no theoreti- 
cal doubts about the commercial suc- 
comotthe undertaking: And, if it is 
commercially successful, it is simply the 
beginning of a prodigious revolution in 
the manner of producing and delivering 
pore, Tn that case the time is pro- 
ably not far distant when all the con- 
siderable mills, all of the lighting, 
much of the traction power of the re- 
Flonprichin three hundred or four 
undred miles of Niagara Falls will be 
furnished with this living energy which 
has been periured from the Niagara 
cataract. There will be created a con- 
siderable city at Niagara Falls, and 
there will be a great development of 
Buffalo as a manufacturing center. 
Then considerable water-powers in 
other sections of the country will be 
utilized, so that the force of them can be 
converted into an electric current and 
delivered for commercial pe oo tothe 
towns within a considerable radius. 
Tt was the first intention of the en- 
ineers to carry the electric current 
m the power house by means of wires 
stretched through a subway conduit, 
whose beginning may now be scenata 
pane near the power-house. But it has 
eon discovered that the construction of 
such a coduit will be too costly, and the 
electricity is to be transmitted by over- 
, head wites. This is the part of the 
undertaking which Mr. Tesla has de- 
voted much thought to for several 
years. He has assured the company 
that, by means of inventions 
and scientific application of newly 
discovered principles which he has been 
able to make, it will be possible to con- 
vey the current without very great loss 
by induction or leakage, and under ab- 
solute control, by the use of certain

Tt has 
now thrve fasuos daily (not merely editions), 
with a ciroulation of 10,000, Tho contents 
are simply official information, Imperial 
deorees, and tho like, which are communi- 
cated to the publisher by the functionaries 
of the Imperial Palace. The official doou- 
ments are drawn up with great care, and 
are only published after such careful re- 
vision that they do not appoar until two or 
three days after the publisher has received 
thom. However, ho has time to publish 
an unofficial edition, and also a manu- 
soript edition, which is the first edition, 
and appears two days before the official.

he newspapers of India are published 
in many languages, and it is said that 
those in the native tongues are more wide- 
ly circulated and read in proportion to the 
nomber of copies printed, than is the caso 
any where else in the world.

Porsia has six newspapers, all in the nat- 
ive language except one in Syriac. Por- 
sian newspapers are not printed from type, 
Whon the reading matter is ready it ie 
passed to a soribe, who makes a clean 
copy. Fromthis a beantifally written, 
fine copy is made bya handwriting export, 
and this is finally exactly reproduced by 
lithography. 

Borneo has the smallest regular publish- 
od newspaper in the world—the Sarawak 
Gazette, printed in English, and first issu- 
ed in 1807. 

All over the world some fifty-nine langu- 
ages are represented by newspapers, Many 
are printed in two or three languages, 
English in such cases usually being one, 
The newspapers of Austria show a groator 
varioty in this respoct than those of any 


other country, including in tho list Ger- 
man, Italian, French, Magyar, or Hun- 
garian, Greek, Latin, Polish, Servina,

able paper in Austria, and probably in the

‘Thoro is no 
risk attaching to the hontore, but there is 
pgroat doal of danger to tho unfortunate 
whekarl who trains the ferocious boast. 
The panther ia blindfolded, o leash te 
Pees arcund his middle, and ho is thus 
fed to the plain where deer oan be found, 
or to whore the door have been driven by 
a swarm of beaters. Tho asnomblage, 
mounted apon elephants or horses or in 
conveyances, keep a reapootful distance 
from the cheetah, who is led into the 
open and the hood quietly removed and 
the leash slipped. Tho cheetah, whon 
furiously hungry, bas been known to 
turn upon his trainer as the quickest prey, 
and hte 1a the supremo, the agonizing 
moment. The cheotah stands straight, his 
forelegs stiffening and his tail slowly mov- 
ing. Ye purra ilk a huge oat, looks ang- 
rily around him, then, crouching, bona 
aftor his prey. 

The chootah catohea his victim and, solz- 


Na suok{ng {n the blood with greedy gasps. 
he trainer ae gontly, so gontly 
that his footfal 

eheetuh is growling ominously, His tail 
beats his sides in ferocious impatience, 
Quiotly the man steals botoro the crouch- 
ing beast and slips the hood over the eyes;

danger ia averted. ‘ho head of the deer 
has to bo severed, atill leaving in the chee- 
tah’s mouth a goodly lump of bleoding 
flesh. There is nothing very sportsmanlike 


There 
have been cases where the panthor has ab- 
solutely refused to chase the door, but has 
devoted his ontire time and attention to

Tho Hindus are great devotees of wrost- 
ling, and Punjab produces giants. Indeed 
tho beat wrestlers como from the north. 
There men aro trained from carly infancy. 
‘The wrestler trains from babyhood. Ho 
{a picked out on account of his strength, 
sath his exorolses oommenco when he is 
but a small tot. Every musclo is strength- 
ened by an appropriate exercise. To harden 
their calf muscles these wrestlors, some- 
thmes six feet and over, hop about the floor 
for hours togetherfin a squatting position, 
while for inoreasing the dimensions of thoir 
biceps and the chost musclea they first lie 
flat on the ground, then raising themselves 
on the tips of thoir toes and with hands well 
turned in, commence to move up and down, 
putting all their weight on their arms. They 
continue this until they have dono it 1,000 
times, Aman who has not exercised does 
well if he can keep it up for three or five 
minutes, After exercising they drink 
milk and a coarse sweetmeat made of ghi, 
clarified butter and sugar, Being Hindus 
thoy only train on milk and ghi and sugar. 

‘The wrestlers are not independent. They 
generally attach themselves to some ardent 
sport, who pays them so much a month. 
They form part of his entourage, and theso 
sports offer enormous sums to got wrestlers 
away from their rivals, Occasionally the 
sport issues a challonge to another sport, 
couched in the same language as a man 
would offer to wager his bird against an- 
other man’s bird. Tho pailwar, or wrestler, 
who wins is always handsomely rewarded, 
sometimes witha money present, but gen- 
erally with jewelry. Thoy wrestle for nook- 
laces—great gold nuts threaded on astring. 
The wrestling ground {a in the open air 
and on froshly-turned earth, They are not 
unattended by mishaps, for on one oc- 
casion ao pailwar had his neck viciously 
aroken by his adversary. As it was in 
a native state there was no trouble 
dud the carcass was unceremoniously 
bragged out and the matches proceeded, 
The Maharajah of Nipal was a great sport 
and his subjects were heavily taxed to sup- 
port his wrestlers. He was a shrewd old 
gentleman and once sent for an athlete of 
great renown to wrestle with his mon. 
The Panjabi overthrew all comers, but 
when he prepared to leaye Nipal tho 
mabarajah calmly informed him that such 
could not be tho case; that henceforth he 
belonged to him and assigned him quarters, 
Ho could send for his friends, but when 
he had a good man he know how to retain 
him, The hint was sufficient and the 
wrestler stayed. 

A villainous amusement in India is that 
calied panjab. It consists in locking 
hands and seeing who can be made to 
kneol, Thero is nojfun in it, but still it is 
assiduously cultivated and hands are daily 
being broken in this inane form of sport. 
Kite-flying is a national affair and bets of 
the most extraordinary magnitude are 
made as to who shall cut his opponent's 
string. 

Tho swinging fostival, or churruk 
is another form of pleasure which could 
only satisfy a racé naturally cruel, There
